Twenty-One Dead Miners Taken 


Out So Par. 


Only Eleven Escaped JUive,, Some of 


Whom Will Die. 


Gaa In the White A«b Mine Near Corrlloi,

Wednesday inornin? a terrible 


explosion of gas occurred in the White 
Ash mine of the Santa Fe Railroad Co., 
three miles from Cerrilos, X. M. 
The 


first intimation of the disaster was a 
muffled roar, and clouds of smoke and 
dust rolled from the mouth of the 
mine. 
Nearly three hundred men are 


employed in the mine, but fortunately 
but fifty were at work when the ex- 
plosion occurred. Only eleven of these 
escaped alive, and some of them may 
yet die. Twenty-one dead have been 
taken from the mine, and it is doubtful 
is those remaining-are alive. 


Relays of men have been working- 


like Trojans all day to try and reach 
those :who are still imprisoned, but 
little progress can be made on account 
of the gas, which permeates every shaft 
and overpowers the workers in a short 
time. Up to 4 o'clock those on the in- 
side could be heard trying .to work 
their way out from the caved-in mine, 
but as nothing has been heard since 
then the imprisoned men in all prob- 
ability have succumbed to-the deadly 
pas.-

The scene around the mouth of the 


shaft after the explosion was heart- 
rending. One woman, supposing her 
husband to have been killed, tried to 
commit suicide by throwing "herself in 
front of a moving train. Her-husband 
was afterward rescued nlive, and the 
re-action from intense grief was nearly 
fatal. The mine was known to be 
badly .ventilated, and full of bad air 
and gas, and a catastrophe of this kind 
has been, frequently predicted.

SIMPLE MOUSE TRAPS. 


Two Klnila That Ctiu Be Made »nU Set in 


a Mlnntn. - 


To keep tho dwelling house, kitchen, 


pantry, cellar, etc., free from mice is 
not an especially difficult task. Mice 
are easily enticed to enter traps, and 
traps are cheap, or may be made with- 
out 6xpenso." A simple figure-foxu- trap, 
baited with cheese or a pumpkin-seed,; 
is as good a trap as is yet devised, and

costs nothing except a minute's time in; 
making- and setting it. Another simple^ 
affair, quickly made and se't on ^B in- 
stant, is a plate and. bowl trap. Take 
a common dinner-plato; cut a little 
strip of hickory or other hard, pliable 
wood, say half an inch wide, an eighth 
of an inch thick and six inches long. 
Bend it together double, put a piece of 
cheese between the euds, and tie it 
thus with wire or string. Then lay it 
in the plate and place an inverted bowl 
over it, so that the edge will rest on the 
rounded part of the stick. Mice like to 
go on plates.1 
When the cheese is 


touched and moved, the bowl slips 
off. 


and clown flat upon the plate, shutting 
the mouse up tightly underneath. Take 
the trap out, hold it over a barrel or 
tub of water, and let the mouse come 
out. It jumps into the water, and can 
easily be'dispatched. Then reset the 
trap.*—Farm and Fireside.

a Matter Jor Investigation. 


Time to Call i» H»" When Prisoners Are 


Supplied with Liquor ami GlveiiKoys to 
' Escape.— EvUlwnoes of Favoritism to 


Some Clii<m«8 of Pi-lsonors. 


The escape of the two loaded dice 


crooks from the -city prison Tuesday 
night is as mysterious, a proceeding 
now as it was then. There is one thing 
certain, however, and that is that there 
is something crooked, something rotten 
in Denmark. While the prisoners in 
this case were not very badly wanted 
men and their escape is probably a 
pood riddance, at the same time it 
might have been the same had the 
prisoners been very muchly wanted 
men. 
Evidences of a stand-in with 


some one have been frequently dis- 
played by a certain class of criminals. 


Favoritism hus .become too common. 


It is due the city officials and every 
man responsible for the care of prison- 
ers that the matter be sifted to the 
bottom and the leak located. 
No one 


doubts for a moment that there is a 
leak. When some prisoners can re- 
ceive comforts denied others, when 
they can Ret liquor in prison in viola- 
tion of the law and when they can un- 
lock the door and walk out unmolested 
it is certainly time for a reorganiza- 
tion. 


Several people evidenced a special 


interest in the dice crooks. 
Two men 


called on tho inayojfe'unday and asked 
permission to take'some whisky to the 
prisoners. This was of course refused,' 
the law expressly forbidding it and the 
men were also refused permission to 
see the prisoners. Regardless of their 
orders whisky, was 'smuggled into the 
men that night or tho next day, Tues- 
day night while the other prisoners 
were locked in their cells these men 
were enjoying tho freedom 
of ~ the 


corridors and yesterday morning they 
, calmly unlocked tho door with a key 
' which shoxxld have been in the hands 
of some official, and walked out their 
less fortunate brethren being securely 
locked up. 


The matter should be thoroughly, in- 


vestigated 
While it might, be impos- 


sible to get substantial proof, it would 
be a" comparatively easy matter tojo- 
cate the responsibility. 
As it is no one 


seettfs to be responsible, and unless 
there is a new order of affairs the in- 
carceration of criminals in the city 
prison will become the merest farce. 
No man with a "pull" need fear being 
looked up there.
